Coober Pedy, in Australin’s 
wartelands, looks like just an- 
other place in the desert except 
for a scattering of shucks -and 
tents. But it is the home of 
some very wealthy men, men 
who are growing richer week by 
week ‘from their finds in 2 fabu- 
lous opal strike. 

How rich. they are is thelr own 
recret, And the comparative com- 
fort of their homes ix_equally hidden. 


The homes. and even the store and- 


post oflce of the ttle camp are in 
cuves or dugouts. The desert heat, 
which often reaches 125 degrees 
Fahrenheit, helped to drive them 
underground, and the lack of wood 
in the barren country sped the 
process. 

Unilke the lusty, nolsy ‘gold 
camps, the opal diggings *are quiet. 
Opal minerr are individuats—tnel- 
turn, seeretive, unsocinl. There Is 
no’ Ilquor and little gambling. The 
men prefer to sit in thelr caves and 
polish their opals. 

The new strike was made carly 
In 1946, near some old workings 
where a few miners had been lead: 
ing, 9 mengre existence. But news 
of the discovery did no reach the 
Population centres of Australla for 
feveral_months. And then the re- 
port came almost by aceldent. The 
miners simply transferred thelr 
operations to the nearby ficld and 
sakt nothing. They still say 
nothing, They simply have more, 
many more, opals for sale when the 
buyers come Jn from Adelaide. 

Coober Pedy is located In one of

WANTS ACT TO REMAIN 

President Truman recommends 
that the Act of 1941 permitting tac 
arming of United States merchant 
vessels should be continued until 
June, 30, 1948, pending the action 
of permanent legislation.
